MACLEOD'S FIRST 
RURAL SCHOOL vA 
VEGETABLE YAIR 


Visitors to the Town Hall Macleod 


tering the Hall to sce the most mag- 
nificent display of vegtables ever 
gathered together in the town and dis- 
trict of Macleod. Where did they 
come from? How did they grow un- 
der such climatic conditions as the 
Macleod district passed through this 
spring and summer, were the ques- 
tions asked on every hand, The ans- 
wer is, the girls and boys fought and 
won the battle over Dame Nature by 
garrying pailfuls and bucketfuls of 
water, thus supplying the needed mois- 
carefully tended 
plants to maturity. If such wonder- 
ful success attends the labors of the 
girls and boys under such conditions 
what, we are led to ask, would be the 
result under normal conditions, or 
under irrigation. The fact was de- 
monstrated, without the shadow of a 
doubt on Saturday, that the soil of 
the Macleod district, given sufficient 
mnoisture, will produce  veyetables, 
pumpkins, squash, watermellons, cit- 
rons and such like second to none in 
Alberta. 

The entrics came from a very wide 
area, 16 rural schools being represent- 

1, Spring point and Daly Creek on 
the west, Stand Off and Ardenvillc 
on the south, Longbottom on the east 
Rocky Coulee and Rose Lawn on the 
north. There were over 40 entries 
each of potatoes, cabbage, beets, car- 
rots and turnips and the judges were 
up against a serious problem to de- 


1 Ib. of wheat and 1 Ib. of oats, and 
the judges had some difficulty in sel- 
ecting the three best samples in each 
variety. 

Professor Hooper, principal of the 
Claresholm Agricultural School, was 
the judge, assisted by Mr. Robert B 
MeNab, Macleod. Miss Allely, tea- 
cher of domestic science in the Agri- 
cultural School, also came down, ex- 
pecting to judge the cooking and do- 
but as these classes 
were shown ‘at the August fair her 
services were not required in that 
line, but she gaye able assistance by 
ueting as recorder, and also by giving 
tiraely suggestions on the qualities 
of some of the exhibits. After the 
judging was completed about 2 0’ 
clock the doors were thrown open and 
the hall was made by 
ibitors to find out the 
spring and summer 
labors. It was certainly an interest- 
ing and delightful scene to watch the 
beaming faces of the youngsters as 
they rushed from table to table and 
saw their names written on the ticket 
There were very few disappointed 
as nearly every child got a prize for 
something. 

The official opening took place ab 
out 3 o’clock when Mr. H. Mackin- 
tosh, president of the the Agvicultur- 
al Society presided. In the opening
